TO HIS EXCELLENCY THE MARQUIS OF ANGLESEY, LORD LIEUTENANT AND 
GOVERNOR GENERAL OF IRELAND. 

T 11 E MEMORIAL of the undersigned Parishioners of Dysart and Rath, in the 
Darony of I nchiquin and County of Clare, on behalf of Ourselves and fellow 
Parishioners, assembled the 20th day of January 1833, at Chapel. 

Humbly Sheweth, 

THAT Your Memorialists beg to assure Y our Excellency of their deep sense of the advan- 
.ages conferred on the, r County and particularly on this Baronv, by Your firmness blended 
Bil l ciemmcy, which restored them from disorder and outrage to the most complete tran- 
quillity. They can offer no apology for the atrocity of those crimes against God and 
humanity which were then perpetrated ; but they beg to state, that their Barony was 
deemed the most peaceable in the County, until a gentleman named Synge undertook lo 
compel the tenantry, over whom he acted as agent, to subject their children to his system 
of education, and several of those who disobeyed were driven from their homes 

Memorialists beg to acquaint Your Excellency, that the same system of persecution and 
provocation which was partially pursued since that period, has been lately renewed in 
a manner the most dangerous to the peace of the County. Though Mr. Synge has retired 
from tins County lo Ihe King's County, and has been succeeded by another agent vet three 
strangers constantly reside in the house occupied by him ; they are called Itinerant Preachers 
and are daily employed in intruding into the houses of the inhabitants, and disturbing the’ 
people at public meetings, and affixing the most insulting epithets to their religion 

Your Memorialists beg to implore Your Excellency's particular attention to a scene 
which took place at the Church of Rath, on Saturday the 12th instant. The remains of 
a decent Farmer were in the churchyard, going to be deposited in the grave, and a large 
number of relatives and friends were lliere assembled, when two of theseTreachers, named 
W ilson and Wring, commenced reading in a loud voice, and exhorting occasionally. Some 
persons remonstrated with them on the impropriety and danger of attending, in such a way, 
at the funeral of a Catholic; yet they persisted, and would have been the victims of their 
own obstinacy, if not protecied from the fury of the populace by a few influential persons 
who were accidentally present. v ’ 

Your Memorialists further respectfully solicit Your Excellency’s attention to this 
improper and untimely interference on the part of Messrs. Wilson and Wring, which was 
calculated to rouse ihe feelings of the people assembled at such ait occasion to acts of 
revenge and outrage. 

Your Memorialists hope and request that You will be pleased to adopt such measures as 
will appear necessary to prevent a repetition of such conduct, which may endanger the 
peace of the Country, or end in a bloodly collision between these itinerant Preachers and 
an exasperated people, who loudly complain of being heavily taxed for the support of 
a 1 olice under whose protection these two persons herein complained of are at present living 
at the residence of the said Mr. Synge. And Your Memorialists will ever nrav

LETTER from Sir William Gosset to the Rev. P. O’Gorman, 

Roman Catholic Rector of Rath. 

Sir, Dublin Castle, 4 February 1833. 

Having caused an inquiry to be made into the circumstances stated in the Memorial 
signed by you and the Roman Catholic Parishioners of Rath, with respect to the interference 
with the religious feelings of the' people by two itinerant Preachers, who, it is alleged, are 
living in Mr. Synge’s house under the protection of the Police; 

The Lords justices desire me to acquaint you, that it appears from the result, that ihe 
conduct of the persons alluded to seems to have been very improper, and Mr. Brew, Chief 
Magistrate, has been directed to express to them the sense entertained of it by the 
Government, and that if persevered in, the Police Guard at the house they occupy will be 
withdrawn. I am, &c.
